No. 8|TDRO|8|2|95.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred on me by Clause 8 of the Textiles (Deve¬ 
lopment & Regulation) Order, 1993, I hereby issue 
the following directions : 

(i) These directions shall come into force on 
the 1st April, 1995, and shall continue to 
be in force till the 31st March, 2000. 

(ii) These directions shall be complied with by 
all producers of yarn. 

2. (a) ‘Yam’ for the purpose of this Notification 

shall mean yarn spun from not less than 
90 per cent cotton or viscose fibre includ¬ 
ing their blends and | or their waste but docs 
not include the following : 

(i) more than 2 ply yarn. 

(ii) mixed yam reeled off from cop bottoms 
of various counts and yam comprising 
single count reeled off from cop bottoms 
having loose ends or knots at short 
lengths of single yam. 

(iii) Cellulosic[Non-cellulosic filament yarn 
or metallic yarn. 

(iv) yarn used for captive consumption for 
producing cloth in the same factory 
premises. 

(v) yam exported out of India. 

(b) Quarterly period for the purpose of this 
Notification shall mean the periods between 
the months January-March, April-June, 
July-September and October-Dccember of a 
calendar year. 

3. Every producer of yam who packs yarn for civil 
consumption shall pack yarn in hank form in each 
quarterly period commencing from April-June, 1995 
period and in every subsequent quarterly period in 
proportion of not less than fifty per cent of total yam 
packed by him during each quarterly period for civil 
consumption. 

(i) Provided that not less than eighty per cent 
of the yarn required to be packed, in hank 
form shall be of counts 40s and below in 
regard to yam containing cotton includ¬ 
ing cotton waste to the extent'of 90 per 
cent or more by weight. 

(ii) a producer of yam who does not have 
reeling capacity to fulfil the obligation and 
till such time as the same'is installed by 
him and becomes operational, the obliga¬ 
tion may be fulfiled, in cither of the follow¬ 
ing ways : 

(a) A producer of yam with the written

to reach the said offices on or before the 40th day 
from the date of closure of each quarterly period by 
Registered Post A.D. or by hand delivery. Every 
producer of yarn shall provide a list of dealers of 
his yam to the Collector of the concerned district, 
where such dealer is located, and shall ensuse that 
all such dealers maintain a register giving details , of 
the stock of hank yarn in different counts and their 
retail prices, in addition to the requirements of 
Clause 12 of the Textiles (Development & Regula¬ 
tion) Order, 1993. 

5. The Notification No. CER|(23)|90-CLB dated 
29-3-1990, issued by me is superseded with the com¬ 
mencement of this Notification.
